Hunger has become critical in 
areas like Macoupin County rae 
in Franklin County where the 
mines have been shutting down 
at an alarming rate, throwing 


miners out of work.

UMWA, Hugh White, declared | 
that the workers have been un- 

successful in Illinois in gettin 
distribution of U. S. surplus f 
for the jobless, although such aid 
has been securéd in a number of 
other states. 

The UMWA said that Keaster

‘AN INTERVIEW 


WITH CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT 


95 Days in Cook County Jail — 


By VIRGINIA GARDNER 


Claude Lightfoot, Illinois Com- 
munist leader, here in New York 
to consult attorneys last week, told 
in an interview of the latest de- 
velopments in his unique case. 

‘Lightfoot is the first person 
whom the government is trying to 
convict solely-on the charge that 
he joined the Communist party 
with knowledge’ of its purpose, 
which the government says was an 
illicit purpose. 

It's hard for people to under- 
stand that his indictmént of last 
May, under a heretofore unused 
section of the Smith act, really is 
ra for membership, Lighttoot 
said. 


The indictment does not even 
charge he is a leading member of 
the organization. It does not 
charge he engaged in any advocacy 
Or any Organizational activity 
whatever, and it does not charge 
conspiracy. It is not directed 
against the Communist party, but 
only against one person, Lightfoot. 

In one section of his brief to 
quash- the indictment it is mod- | 
estly claimed that “one man’s bare 
membership in the Communist par- 
ty’ cannot possibly “constitute a 
danger to the existence of the 
United States government, much 
less a clear and present danger.” 
Yet under the act and the indict- 
ment he may be convicted “wpon 
proof of mere passive membership, 
accompanied only by knowledge.”
